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The Opposition Catches Up 


Perhap s the reason the federal aid to edu­ 


cation b ill has run into a b lockade in Con­ 


gress is that, in attem p ting to ap p ease every ­ 


b ody it p leases nob ody . 


There are som e who do not accep t the 


theory of the aid—that taxp ay ers in r i c h 


states should channel their hard-earned tax 


dollars through the federal b ureaucracy 
to 


help taxp ay ers in p oor states, who m ay not 


b e doing all they can to help themselves. 


Another argum ent against the 
theory 
is 


that federal aid cannot b e disp ensed without 


a m easure of federal control, which in turn 


interferes with local control, which in turn re­ 


lieves the p ressure on local districts to try 


to solve their own p rob lems. 


And is this fair to the millions of taxp ay ers 


in thousands of local districts who have faced 


up to their school p rob lems and sought to 
solve them on their own? 


THEN THERE ARE many argum ents, even 
among those who ap p rove the theory , over 
how to p ut the theory into effect 
.As columnist Ray mond Mo ley p ointed out 
recently , only 237 districts of the 40.000 in 
the nation have used up their p otential and 
still have serious classroom shortages. They 
are scattered among 15 states. Yet to p rovide 
the votes needed to p ass the b ill, congress­ 
men from all states, including the b ig and 
wealthy ones, have to b e p romised a share 
of the federal aid. 


This exp lains why $1.300,000.00) must b e 


ap p rop riated so that 237 districts can get the 


few millions they m ay need 


And there is no guarantee, even then, that 


the most needy states actually will get the 


aid 
Many Northern congressm en will not go 


for the b ill unless H demands that all dis­ 


tricts ab ide b y the national law on integra­ 


tion. which would deny aid to m any of the 


districts that are rep uted to b e in dire need. 


Most Southerners will not go for a b ill that 


has that p rovision tacked onto it. 


IN ADDITION, The Senate has exp anded 


original school construction p rovision with an 


op tion giving states the right to use the con­ 


struction aid money for teachers’ salaries, if 


they want. This was the sort of thing that 


op p onents of federal aid to education 
have 


b een p redicting all along would hap p en Once 


the foot is in the door, it is hard to keep 


the whole m onster out. 


A comb ination of all these factors, and p er­ 


hap s still m ore, finally has added up to such 


op p osition in the House 
Rules 
Committee 
that the b ill ap p ears doomed for this session. 
The men try ing to revive it are rep orted 
to b e concerned with election-y ear 
p olitics.

Battling Extremists Everywhere 


A few day s ago we said, in an editorial 


on Ja p a n ’s p olitical troub les, that even the 


m aturest of dem ocracies has its share of 


extrem ists of all strip es and som etim es faces 


p erp lexing p rob lem s in attem p ting to steer 


the p rop er course b etween them. 


An exam p le of what we were talking ab out 
crop p ed up recently in New York, where 
a furor was created b y p lans for a July 4 
p ub lic rally led b y George Lincoln Rockwell, 
head of the American Nazi p arty . 
Because it was ap p arent that p ub lic disfa­ 
vor with Mr. Rockwell’s rally might create 
a disturb ance of law and order, May or Wag- 
ner has refused to grant the p erm it necessary 
to stage the meeting on p ub lic p rop erty . 
Mr Rockwell, who calls himself fuehrer and 
is given to fly ing swastika flags ab ove his 
home 
and 
p rinting 
anti-Semitic literature, 
say s he is only try ing to fight communism. 


Others, alway s fearful of inroad* up on our 
dem ocratic p rincip les, may contend Mr Rock­ 
well’s right of free sp eech should not b e im ­ 
p aired, regardless of what he b elieves 
Nevertheless, 
May or 
Wagner 
has 
argu­ 
m ents on his side. He has 
a duty to p re­ 
serve law and order. Furtherm ore, his duty 
to up hold the right of free sp eech does not 
ex'end to p erm itting the use of p ub lic p rop ­ 
erty to extol causes inimical to our sy stem 
of government. 
While the vast m ajority of us do not want 
communism, neither do we want 
nazism. 
We feel confident we can fight the form er 
without the aid of the latter. 
And we feel that one of the way s to p re­ 
serve the right of free sp eech is to p rotect 
it from ab use b y extrem ists whose loy alty 
to our legally estab lished order can b e ques­ 
tioned
